A Proclamation by President Wilson to the American 
People 


¥ Fe.tow-CousTayMen: 

The entrance of our own be- 
| L loved country into the grim and 
terrible war for democracy and human 
rights which has shaken the world creates 
30 many problems of national life and 
action which call for tromediate comsid- 
eration and settlement that T hope vou 





will pent me-to oddress to you a few 
words of earnest counsel and appeal with 


tegard to them, 

We are rapidly pitting our navy upon 
an effective wir Fooling and are about to 
create and equip a great anny, but these 
are the Sayphake parts of the great ‘tusk 
to which we hnve ardilressed ourselves. 

There is not a single: selfish elernent, 
so far as I can see, in the cause we are 
fighting for. We are fighting for what 
we believe and wish to be the rights of 
mankind aml for the future peace and 
security of the world. 

To do this great thing worthily and 
succese(ully we must devote ourselves to 
the service without regard to profit or 

material advantage and with an energy 
sad intelligence that will rise to the level 
of the enterprise itself, We must realize 
to the full how great the task is and how 
many things, haw many hints and ele- 
ments of capacity and seryice and self- 
sqcrifiee it invalves, 

These, then, are the things we must do, 
and do well, besides fghting—the things

without which mere fighting would ‘be 
fruitless: 

We must supply abundant food for 
ourselves and for our animes and our sea- 
men, wot only, but also fora birge part 
of the nations with whom we have now 

ade common canse, in) whose support 
aru by whose sides we shall be fighting. 


THE THOUSAND NERDS FOR VICTORY 


We must supply ships by the hundreds 
cut of our shipyards to carry to the other 
side of the sea, submarmes or no sul 
marines, what will every day be needed 
there, anf abundant materials out of our 
fields and our mines and our factories 
with Which not wnoly to clothe and equip 
our own forces on land and sea, but also 
ta clothe and support our people, far 
whom the gallant fellows under writs can 
no longer work; to help clothe and equip 
the armies with which we are COSperating 
in Europe, and to keep the looms and 
maritiactories there in raw material; coal 
to keep the fires going in ships at sea and 
in the furnaces of hundreds of frerories 
nerass the sea ; steel out of which to make 
urms and ammunition, bath here ane 
theres rails: for worn-out railways back 


of the fighting fronts; locomotives anil 


rolling stock to take the place af those 
every day going to picces ; tiles, horses, 
bor and for military service; 
everything with which the people of Eng-

land and France and Italy arid Russia 
have usually supphed themselves, but can- 
not now afiord the men, the materials, or 
the tmachitiery to take. es 


It is evident to every thinking man that 


our insdhustries—on the farms, in the ship- 
yards, in) the imines, th the faetotie¢s— 
must be made more prolific and more efi- 
cit than ever, and that they must be 
more economically tanaged snd better 
adapted to the particular requircments of 
our task than they have been; and what 
T want th say is that the men and the 
women who devote their thought and 
their energy to these things will he serv- 
ing the country and conidiueting the fiyht 
for peace an freedori just as troly and 
juat os effectively a= the men on the attle- 
held or-in the trenches.

The imdustrial forces of the country, 
men and women alike, will be a great 
national, a great international, service 
amy—a notable and honored host en- 


puged in the service of the nation and the

Thousands— nay, hundreds of tho 
sniils—of men otherwise hable to tmili- 
tary service williol right and of necessity

The importance of an adequate food 
supply, especially for the present year, is 
superiative, Without abundant foo, alike 
for the armies and the peaples now at 
war, the whole great enterprise pon 
which we have-embarked will break down 
andl futl. 

The world’s food reserves are low, 
Not only during the present emergency, 
but for some time after peace shall have 
come, both our own people and a large

WHERE That FATE OF THE WAR RESY's

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FRIENDS OF OUR FORESTS

T EVERY stage of their grewth, 
A from the seed to the adult tree, 


% our forest, shade, and orchard 
trees are subject to the attacks of hordes 
of insect enemies, which, if unchecked, 
would soon utterly destroy 

What the loss of our forest and shade 
trees would mean to us can better be 
imagined than described. Wood enters 
inte so many products that it 1 difficult 
to think of civilized man without it, while 
the fruits of our orchards also are of the 
greatest importance, Aside from the eco- 
nomic loss, which can hardly be imagined, 
much less estimated, how barren the 
world would seem shom of our forests 
and beautiful shade trees! 

Fortunately, the insect foes of trees are 
not without their own persistent enemies, 
and among them are many species of 
birds whose equipment and habits spe- 
cially fit ther to deal with insects and 
whose entire lives.are spent in pursuit of 
them. Many insects at one or another 
stage of their existence burrow deeply 
inta the hark or even into the. living 
wood of trees, antl so are quite safe from 
ordinary bird enemies. Woodpeckers, 
however, being among the most highly 
specialized of birds, are wonderfully 
equipped to dig into wood and to expose 
and destroy these hidden foes, 

Certain insects that largely confine their 
attacks to the emaller branches and ter- 
minal twigs are sought out and preyed 
upon by nuthatches, creepers, titmice, and 
warblers, Others, and their number is 
legion, attack the blossoms and foliage, 
and here the nimble and sharp-eyed warb- 
fers render supreme service, the mumber 
of pint lice and lepidopterous larva: they 
destroy in a single day almost challenging 
heliet. 

Thus our woodlnnd -songsters sre 
among the most important of all our 
birds, and in their own field rencler man 


ameriiled service, Moreover, very few 
have any Botte habits, and the little 
harm they do, if any, weighs as nothing 
in the balance when compared with the 
goo By reason of their numbers and 
their activity in hunting insects, our 
warblers take first plice a3 preservers of 
the forest, and the following account, 
which treats of about half-the total num- 
her, is devoted to the more consprenons; 
the more important, and the commoner 
species, 


THE WARBLER FAMILY 


Our wood warblers are assembled in a 
rather loosely defined family (the Munio- 
hitids), embracing in all about 140 spe- 
cies, of which more than ‘a third are 
visitors to the United States, ‘They are 
fairly well distributed over the country 
at laree, although tore spectes make their 


-summer homes in the eastern half of the 


Uniterl States than im the western. 

A number of notable species, however, 
summer in the West, as they do also m 
the Southern States, Our New World 
warblers are quite unlike their Ok) World 
relatives, the Sylvitdme, or true warhlers, 
whose family tclides some 75 genera 
and between 500 and Goo species. 

Nat only do our American species dif- 
fer-structurally in many particulars from 
their Ol] World representatives, espe- 
cially in possessing nine instead of ten 
primaries, hut they differ markedly also 
mappearance and habits, It may be said 
in passing that while our warblers are 
briliantly colored and many of them 
sexually dissimilar, those of the Old 
World are not only small, but plainly 
plumaged; morenver, the sexes are gen- 
erally alike in coloration. | 

The larger number of our warblers, as 
well as the most characteristic, are in- 
eluded in the one genus Dendroica, which 
fs notable, since it includes: more species

than any othergenws of North American 
birrls. 
HAUNTS OF WOOD WARBLERS 

Fortunately for the bird lover, our 
wool warblers are not recluses. They 
ire creatures of light and sunshine, Some 
of them, it is trie, retire to the mountain 
fastnesses or the depths of coniferous 
forests during the nesting period: but 
the number of these is: imal and their 
withdrawal for only a comparatively 
short time, while the majority at all times 
of the year favor the edees of the forest, 
open woods, or brushy clearings, 

Their preference for such situations 
brings tinny within the bounds of civil 


maton and renders i} comparatively ensy 


for any one so inclined to make their ac- 
qunintanee. As during migration they 
assemble in flocks, they are, on the whole, 
pretty well known: and since, as a rule, 
they are not shy, they have long been 
favorite objects of observation and study. 


WARBLITS AS SONGSTERS 

Despite their name, which would seem 
to 8 musical atnlity of no mean order, 
our wood warblers, with few exceptions, 
occupy no very high place in the musical 
y. <All-sing, however, after.a fash- 

ton, and the musical efforis of some are 
pleasing, even according to lumman stan- 


dards. While most warblers are provligal 


enough with their music and sing early 
and often, especially prior tocand during 
the testing season, their music is fre- 

enth so faint as to be awlilile enly to 
the trained-car of the bird lover, 

As if aware of thetr musical inferior- 
itv, few display much enthusiasm in their 
vocal efforts, brat sing while they work, 
or while pausing for a bricf moment as 
they move among the foliage hunting for 
food. With them, simging appears to be 
at audible expresstan of general content 
nd well hein, and, no doubt, an eftort 
to please and attract their mates. 

Certain members of the thrash and 
thrasher families, on the contrary, which 
contain in their ranks the prima. donnus 
of our bird world, as if conscious of their 
supremacy, are wont fo ommint © cop 
tanding perch when about to sing. and. to 
pour cut their melody for all the world 
to hear. With them, stneing-ts not merely 
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mcidental to the days work. It is % con- 
scious and supreme effort, and is much 
too important ta be slighted or shared 
with any other function. Apparently 
they supssciaic toa great extent and en- 
joy their own outpourings, and, if we 
may ibterpret their Facies by hur 
standards, are conscious that their musi- 
cal offerings entitle them to an audience. 


TROPICAL OWIGIN Of Wales 


Notonly do their bright colors suggest 
a tropical ongm of onr warblers, Lut 
therr whole make-up ia in keeping with 
tropical surroundings, Warblers are 
thinly feathered and delicately organized 
and most of them incapable ai withstand- 
ig any great degree of cold. They are 
also almost exclusively insect eaters, only 
a few of the family being at all veee- 
tarian, ard! these only to 1 comparatively 
small extent. | 

Hence, with them, migration js not a 
matter cf choice, ut is imperative. They 
come to 03 on a particular errand for a 
few short months, and when family cares 
ate at an end, back they hie to the tronics, 
the fonds of warmth sad sunshine, which 
fend them to us for a-brief season, “This 
the true home of opr warhlers iz not 
where they nest, but where they spend 
three-fourths of their lives—not the 
north, but the south—net in the temper- 
ate, but in the tropical zones. 


SPECTACULAR MIGHATIEN OF 
WAKDLEMS 


THE 


That wonderful phenomenon, bird mmi- 
eration, is illustrated by few birds so 
clearly and convincingly as by our wood 
warblers. Assuredly no other birds— 
unless it he the geese—migrate in such 2 


aepectacular manner. The stroller, in late 


Aupust or September, finds himself in the 
woods, the silence being broken only by 
the drumming ofa distant partridge, the 
chirping of insects, or other familiar 
sounds which only emphasize the general 
quict that prevails, _ 
Presto! The seene changes! The 
woods, apparently almost tenantless but 
a moment before, are now filled with 
hfe of the most animated find mtense 
kind. Every shrob, every tree, has its 
feathered occupant, Chir observer recog-

nies perhaps a dozen or twenty species, 
representing several distinct families ; but: 


pronunent among them, by reason of 
nunibers, variegated plumage, graceful 
forins, and active motions, are the wood 
warts. 

Every individual is alert and Tnisy, 
gliding from. one twig tocanother neat by, 
or tying from one tree to the next, while 
from ofl sides come the soft calls and 
notes of individual members of the flock, 
Whose friendly converse has the effect, if 
not the purpose, of keeping the individ- 
tals of the assemblage in touch with each 
other and with the flock asa unit. Ina 
few moments silence again reigns where 
all was commotion anid activity. The 
birds live passed an their seemingly aim- 
less cnurse. | 

Tf the observer would learn the solu- 
tion of the mystery of the birds’ evident 
hutry, he has only to follow thom for a 
time, when tie will find that, however er- 
ratic may seem the course of individual 
members of the flock, the Tock asa whole 
is Steering a. tolerably straight course 
southward, In other words, he is in the 
midst of a Mock of birds en revte to their 
winter quarters and, im order to ccone- 
mize time, feeding as they go, This, 
however, is not the only way warblers 
migrate, nor is tt the most important, 
since the greater part of the long journey 
of many is performed by night. 

Any one with good cars has only to 
listen ont aclear, frosty wight in Fall tn 
hear hundreds of warblers and other 
birds as they fit Iya few hundred yards 
above the earth, the call notes caming in- 
eessantly out of the darkness, The route 
of these flying hosts often carries them 
above cities, and one cannot be insensible 
to the incongruity between his surround- 
ings and the woodland scenes, so vividly 
brought to mind by the lisping notes cain- 
ing from the darkness overhead. The 
subject of migration has net inspired our 
;?wHeie sy offen as might be expected, but 
Panirfettow. in his “Paris af Passage,” 
gives us the followine wonderfully sug- 
gestive lines:

atid late in spring, I: 1 trie that in fall 
many linger til frosts nip the vegetation : 
het insects are abroad! even tater. than 
this, and it ts only necessary to watch 
these late migrants for a shart time to 


learn that their search for insects is be- 


ing well rewarded. 

_ Only a few species come north early 
in Spring: the great bulk of the warblers 
evidently having been taught by bitter ex- 
perience that in spring, at least, it ts wot 
the early bird! that finds most worms or 
finds-theim easiest. 


FLOCKING OF SaLALL nS 


Just why small birds, when migrating, 
eomgrecite an large flocks ‘and troop 
through the woodlands has often been the 
subject of speculation. Jiumeus, several 
species of Sparrows, woodpeckers, muot- 
hatches, chickarlees, creepers, and, above 
all, warhlers, combine to swell the rinks 
of these migrating companices, As many 
as a dozen or more species. of warbler 
ry often be seer in one flack, which, m1 
fudition, may inchide 260 or 300 indi- 
viduals, representing a number of fam- 
ies whose tastes and habits in every-day 
lite differ very widely. 

Yet here are these incongruous ele- 


ments mingling together an terms of the 


utmost friendliness. Sinee birds are so- 
ciable beings,.except during the short 
time when family cares prompt to jealous 
vigilance, sociability alone may be the 
bond of union; added, however, to the 
kindly feeling of companionship probably 
is a feeling of incrensed security which 
comes From numbers. Certamly no enemy 
can approach one of these bird assem- 
binges without being spied by at least one

pair of vigilant yes, when the flock is 
mmmediately notified by a few sharp 
ehirps—warning for every individnal to 
seek safety in flight or to scurry to cover. 


WHAT MYSTERIOUS SENSE oUIDES THkM 
iN THETR LONG JOURNEYS? 


In what manner warblers migrate— 
that is, how they are guided on their long 
journeys—is a moot question. Lite 
mystery attaches to their ability to find 
their way north or south in daylight, 
since the recogmzable landmarks are 
many and prominent. As most birds, es- 
pecially the warblers, choose starlight and 
moonlight nights for their trips, perhaps 
they are similarly guided by night, and 
natutal landmarks, as mourttains, rivers, 
and the coastline iy point out much, if 
not all, of their way. 

However plausible this explanation 
may sound in the cause of birds migrating 
over land, it utterly fails when applied to 
mipzrants whose journeys north and south 
necessitate flight over long stretches of 
ocean, in same idtunces at least 2,000 
miles, quite out of sight of land and of 
all landmarks. 

In seeking an explanation of the mys- 
tery of birds’ ability to find their way 
under such circumstances, many are in 
clined to reject the one-time sufficient 
answer, “instinct,” in favor of the more 
recent theory, the possession by birds of 
another faculty, the so-called “sense of 
direction," This added sense cnables 
birds to return to a known locality with 
no wther aid than an ever-present knowl. 
edee of the right direction. 

But, in the case of our wood warblers, 
there is littl need of appealing to another 
‘sense to guide them in migration, or, in- 
deed, to any thing out of the ordinary save 
excellent memory and good eyesight. The 
fiw e-hundred-mile flight toward the trop- 
ics across the Gulf of Mexico ts made by 
preference, and however it originated as 
a@ fly line, had it proved to be extra haz- 
ardows, it might have been abandoned at 
any time in favor of the apparently safer 
West Indian route. 

But, after all, the Gulf trip involves few 
hazards ether than those connected with 
storma, since the flight across the water, 
even at a slow rate, woukl necessitate 1 
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journey of less than 24 hotirs, and this, 
no doubt, is quite within the capacity of 
even the smallest and weakest af the 
family. Moreover, the South American 
Continent is too higia mark to be easily 
missed, and an error of a few hundred 
miles north or south would make tittle 
difference in the safety of the birds,

lt may be set down as an axiom that 
il birds which travel south in fall do so 
becanse they must migrate or freeze or 
starve. Why some of them leave early, 
when food m their summer home 15 aeetn- 
ingly so abundant, is indeed a puczle. 
Qnee the nestlings are on the win and 
ready for the journey, off they go, old 
and youn. 

Nevertheless, by an. apparently prema- 
ture start they. only anticipate by a few 
weeks the time of scarcity when they 
must go, and perhaps the lesson of bitter 
experierice in the history of the several 

species has taught them to go when all 
t conditions are favorable. It 1s true 
that every winter 2 few birds, often a 
few individuals of & given species, winter 
far north of the customary winter home, 
Some of these are evidently stragglers or 
wanderers which, for some unexplained 
reason, failed to accompany the rest of 
heir kind on the southward. migraition, 
They in no wise affect the general state- 
ment, being exceptional in every way. 

A few of our warblers in Florida and 
on other parts of our southern coast do 
not migrate ; but the almost universal rule 
in the famtly is to abandon the summer 
home when the care of the young ceases 
and to go far southward ere they stop for 
the winter, Indeed, the males of many 
enecies clo not trouble themselves much 
with the care of the nestlings, but prepare 
ta. migrate before the young are well on 


the wing. | 
A still more flagrant case is that of the 
hummingbirds, The male deserts the 


female when she is still on her eggs, 
shifting the responsibility of caring. for 
the family entirely an her devoted head, 
while he disports himself amcng the 
flowers, leaving for the south long before 
his exemplary mate and the young are 
realy, 


FRIENDS OF OUR FORESTS 


Some of our species, however, while 
thigrating southward, are 4atistied to re- 
main all winter within our boundariés. 
‘Thue the pine and palm warblers winter 
in the Gulf States, while a greater or less 
number of individuals, representing sev- 
eral species, winter in southern Florida. 
The great minority, however, winter 


south of the United States, in Central 


and South America. 

Thus Professor Cooke tells us: “The 

nirie, black-throated bhic, Swaitson's, 
Besikinen’s Cape May, and Kirtlanel’s 
warblers go only to the West Indics, The 
worm-cating, myrtle, magnolia, chestiut- 
sided, black-throated green, hooded, biue- 
winged, Nashville, orange-crowned, pua- 


rula, palm, and Wilson’s warblers, and 


the chat, go no farther than Central 
America, while many species spend the 
winter in South America, including some 
or all the inilividuals of the black and 
white, prothonotary, golden-winged, Ten- 
nessee, yellow, cerulean, bay-breasted, 
black-poll, Blackburnian, Kentucky, Con- 
necticut, mourning, and Canada ‘warb- 
lers, the redstart, oven-bird, and both the 
water-thrushes, _ Nearly all the warblers 
of the western United States spend the 
winter in Mextén and the contignians por- 
tions of Central America.” 


VAST AUMTERS SUCCUALT 


The northward jourey in spring, away 
from the land of sunshine and plenty to 
the land of uncertain spring. weather, 15 
inether matter. Probably if all birds 
that habitually abandon the north and 
winter in the sath were to mest there, 
their quota, added to the number resident 
in the tropies, would be too great for the 
menns of subsistence. 

Nevertheless: birds are-not- toreed away 
from their winter quarters. by inclement 
weather or impending famine, but by the 
subtle physiological change which watns 
them of the approach of the mating sea- 
sor and fills them with new desires, 
among which is the compelling one of a 
return to the spot where they first saw 
the light, or where they reared last sea- 
son's brood, 

Whatever the cause, the birds ‘are not 
discouraged by the many and great perils 
that attend migration, and vast numbers 
every year succumb to them. Storms,

especially off-shore storms, constitite the 
gravest peril, and there is abundant evi- 
dence that millions of birds are annually 
blown out to sea to find witery graves. 
Perhaps no fanuly suffers more in the 
aperegate than the warblers: ‘Thinly 
feathered, delicately organized, highly in- 
sectivorous, they are exposed to untsial 
dangers while birds of passage to and 
From their nesting grinds. 

Tt is & matter of common observation 
that every few years in some given lo- 
cality, perhaps embracing a region of con- 
siderable size, a particular species of 
warbler or other bird suddenly becomes 
rare Where before common. After a Sea- 
son or so, though sometimes not for 
vears, the equilibrium is teéstallished 
and the numbers are aa before, These 
changes very probably are the visible 
signs of migration catastrophes, the re- 
sult of the sweeping away of a myration 
WIVe, cinseandot ‘one or of many spe 
cies, in the path of some sudden storm. 

Agam, many of us have witnessed the 


lire effects of a prolonged rain and sleet 


storm in spring, when thousands of lnck- 
less migrants find only too late that they 
have prematurely left the warmth and 
plenty of their tropical winter refuges, 
Under such circimmstances thotsands af 
tnigrants perish from the combined effects 
of cold and starvation, and among them 
are sure to be great numbers of warblers. 


ECONOMIC VALUE (H WARDLERS 


From the esthetic pomt of view, our 
warblers, a5 a group, occupy a high and 
unique position. They also oceupy no 
uncertain place in the list of eur useful 
hirds. Freeminently insectivorous, they 
spend their lives in the active pursuit of 
insects. They begin with the eggs, prey- 
ing “pon them whenever and wherever 
found, and continue the good work when 
the ene becomes the larva and when the 
larva becomes the perfect msect. 

They are especially valuable in this re- 
epect because of the protection they lend 
to forest trees, the trunk, bark, and folt- 
ape of which they search with treless 
energy. Their etficiency 1s vastly m- 
creased because the many. different spe- 
cies pursue the quest for food in very 
different wave. While some confine ther 
search chiefly to the trunks and large

branches anc examine each crack an 
crevice in the bark for eges or larvie, 


others devote their energies to the twigs: 


and foliage, scanning each lead and stem 


with eager eyes, Still others descend to 
the ground and examine the rubbish and - 


grass for hidden prev, while nearly ail 
are adept at catching msects on the wing. 
Hach species, however, has a. method 


of its own, more or less wriltke that of its: * 


fellows, and each excels in some specialty. 
Not only does the group as a whole spe- 
cialize on insects, but each individial 
member of the group still further special- 
wes, so as to leave no loophole for the 
escape of the enemy.

50 Very reat that it i mo exaggeration 
fo sey that practically all the waking 


hours of cur warblers, from daylight to 
trk, are devoted to food-getting, What 
this never-ceasing industry means when 
translated inte ton=weight of ingects, It is 
impossible even to guess, but the practical 
result of the work of our warblers and 
other insectivorous birds is that we still 
have our forests, and shall continue to 
hnve them so long as we encenrage and 
protect the birds; — . 

In the ease of orchards and shade trees, 
there are other menns at our disposal of 
controlling the insect enemy, notably the 
use of sprays. Spmvs are very impor- 
tant, since birds are too few in number 
inimedintely ta control insect onthreaks, 
especially nowadays, when the number of 
destructive native insects has been so 
greatly increased by importations from 
all quarters of the globe. But for the 
| preerohean of our. forests we must rely 
argely tipon our birds, since the use of 
sprivs or of other agencies over our vast 
woodland tracts would be too, expensive, 
even were it not quite impracticable for 
inminy other reasons. | 
MEARE OF INCREASING THE NUMIER. OF 

WARELERS 


Insects are yery numerous, and there is 
reazon to believe that much benefit would 
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result if we coulil, multiply the present 
iimber of their enctnies—the birds, The 
erection of bird boxes and shelters is an 
easy way to increase the number of cer- 
tam species of birds, like swallows and 
chiclkadees,. Unpiortunately, with few ex- 
ceptions, our warblers do not build their 
nests m cavities, and hence can not be 
indnced to occupy bird boxes, 
Many of them, however, nest in bushes, 
vines, and shrubbery, and by planting 
chimps of these near houses something 
can be done toward increasing the mum- 
bers. of certain species, as the yellow 
warbler and the tedstart. Because our 
witblers are chiefly insectivorous, their 
food habits larthem from the wsenal bird

During migration, warblers are pect- 
larly exposed ta the danger of prowling 
cents, Maimy species Teed close to or even 
on the ground, oid then they are eo much 
concerned with their own business tht 
any tabby, howewer oli ane lazy, is equal 
to catching one or more individuals daily, 
The lird lover can do good service bby 
samimaniy disposing oF vagrant cats, 
which, during migration, work havoc in 
the ranks of our small birds. 

They can also restrnin the perticious 
ietivities of their own pets, for these, 
however well fed, are stil subject to the 
predatory instinets of their wild ancestry, 
which oopel them to stalk a live bird with 
all the zeal and conning of their fore- 
hours,

THE IDEALS OF FRANCE 


Contrasting the French with the Ger- 
mat anny, we discover, though both are

The French and the German armies 
are completely separate in soul, History 
gives us the analowue of varianee be- 
tween the French and German military

Not only has France given the bodies:

she has also given the fruits of their 
brains. The trained professional ofhcers 
of the French army have been the intelli- 
sence which directed the militury opera- 
tions of the Entente armies. These offi- 
cers were instructors in the art of war to

the allied) forces, and while actmg m this: 
capacity they evolved new tactics which 
so effectively thwarted German ambitions. 

The new tictes were the outcome of 
trench warfare, which hal brought fio 
use wenpous long since discarded an 
moder ammnics, When the war opened 
French battalions, a thousutiel strovig, had 
the orenizanion common to most smmes, 
namely, four companies and a tuitrail- 
leuse section ef two guns. The men were 
amined wholly with rifle and bayonet; bt: 
French ingenuity was quick to ace the 
changes a onminization aul -wanmament 
trade necessary by the new wartare. 

‘Today half the battalion haye discarded 
the mile and carry prenndes of one-man 
machine-guns, Three of the orygmal 
companies. are still infantry, while the 
fourth tras been changed te a machine- 
zun company with eight mitratlenses, 

The infantry companies are subdiviled 
juta sections oti! armed with spectal 
weaplons: first, the hind-grenade throw- 
ers: second, the rifle grenade soliers, 
who, instead of throwing the gronadde, fire 
it fram their guns; third, the soldiers fir- 
ing: automatic tifles, and these are fol- 
lowed by the ordinary infantry, using 
rifle or layer, 

The machine-gun as employed bw the 
Germans were the great bugbear of the 
trenches. These weapons would mow 
down a whole company of advancing 
coliliers in the charge. French otheers 
set thetmselves ta solying this problem 
and devised the stall caonnen to be used 
in the assuult. ‘The gin, 124-inch caliber 
rapid fire, was dragged forward with the 
charging line. When brought tite action 
it <a0n mastered the fire of any hidden 
tramc hater ete, 


THE WORK OF THE HIPLE GRENADE 


That ingenious weapon, the rifle gren- 
ade, merits special citution, It conststs 
af an iron receptacle, clamyped to the end 
of the regular rifle, in which a special 
type of grenade is placed, and the riffle 
fired, ‘The explosion sends the grenade 
abort 200 yards through the air, while 
the rifle bullet, piercing the center of 
the bomb, sets free the fulminate, which 


_canses the grenade to explode on landing.

technical discussion of the French in- 
fantry in-attick, and only give the outline 
of tactical changes tn, order to indicate 
how the French people are fighting with 
their intellects, They have no belief in 
brite foree in war; rt they had, they long 
ago would have surrendered to the Ger- 
tans, Their faith ts pinned to theirown 
finesse—a finesse which exasperates and 
thwarts the enemy. 

As instructors, French. officers have 
been of inestimable value to the English. 
In the beginning of the war the [intish 
ariny was deficient in artillery—a deh- 
ciency. which was rapidly remedted in 
materml, for England turned put guns 
for the army from the naval-gun) toun- 
dries, But gunners, who sre soldier 
specialists; were not available tor the hat- 
teries. 

In this dilemma England turned to 
France, the country that had developed 
the finest corps of artillerists the world 
has ever seen, French officers were ile- 
tailed to the English batteries, and Eng- 
lish officers also were taken into French 
artillery anits ane learned their art im the 
actual practice of war under the tutelage 
eft the most comprtent teachers, | 

[ hove referred to French ariillerists 
a the finest in the world. The-statement 
is made without qualification; and were 
I seeking the factor of greatest single 
importance in the military strength of 
France, TL should decide upon the artillery. 


A HUMAN MAGQIUNE IN ACTION 


Tr Wae-given me to see the French ourns 
fo into netien inane of the early attacks 
of the war—the engagement at Donant. 
Aside. from its: spectacular interest, the 
perfarnunos was one of the most, perfect 
exhibitions of artillery technique T have 
ever witnessed. The guns were driven, 
wheeled, andl unlimbered with the pre- 
cision. of parade-pround maneuvers, The 
men dropped into their appointed places 
like the parts of a geared machine. Then 
guns were loaded, aimed, tired, reloadert, 
without an ounce of lost motion, When 
the projectiles exploded, and T could see 
the effect through my binoculars, | want- 
eit to cheer for the gunners of France. 
They had scored four direct hits. 

The guns of this battery were the 
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“soixante quinge”’ caliber, since become 
the most famous cannon of the war. 
‘The construction of this cannon was fi 
jealously guarded military secret up until 
the time of the opening of hostilities. 
Other notions knew that France pos- 
sessed a. field gun of exceptional proper- 
ties, and while they had hints of its ef- 
fectivencses, as demonstrated in peace, it 
needed the hrutal test of war to prove the 
superiority of this weapon above all sim- 
ilar makes of artillery. 

It readily understood that, with @ 
cannon which shoots farther and faster 
than the enemy, the French army. pore 
sessed an pssct of great military advan- 

nt, 

| have heard! French artillerymenr state 
that the superiority of their “soixante 
quinze’” batteries made up for the Ger- 
Tian preponderance bf ninmbers in the be- 
Finning of the war, and that the destruc- 
tiveness of these guns was éq great that 
they alinost equalized the tucteal value 
of the forces of France and Germany 
after several hours of actual fghting,

At this tre, when we mst in sa larre 
A measure depend on the cooperation and 
ussistance of the great Republic, it is im- 
portant that it should he realized exactly 
what Russia has contributed to the war 
ond what her rematoing in the war until 
the etd means to the Allies, and 1 
America in particular. For this reason 
t wish to trace: briefly Russia’s part in 
this conflict and what it has represented. 

To wnilerstand the almost -imsur- 
mountable handicaps: uncer whoch the 
Russians have been laboring, it is neces- 
cary te appreciate the natire and impor~ 
tance of the German influence m Risen, 
which for the last few decades has be- 
came such a vital menace to the ande- 
pendence of the Russian people. 


TEUTON INFLUENCES IN BUSSLA 


After the Franeo-I'nissian War, when 
the new economic and industrial era De- 
ran tw develop an the Teuton aniqire, + 
was hut natural that the Germans should 
look to Russia for their most important 
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market. At cfirst this outlet for their 
trade was a luxury to their econamic de- 
¥elopinent, but a3, to a greater and 
freater extent, their trade becarie com- 
mitted to this vast territory it became 
nigre at mere of an ccononiic necessity 
that they retath and increase their grip 
on Hussta, 

The nerthern or Baltte provinces: of 
Russia are very largely populated by 
persons of German blood who have for 
nuiny generations beer Russian subjects. 
It is natural that these people, in a meas- 
ure, should feel and understand (German 
aspirations an aid and abet m their plans 
where 20ssible, 

Hy this I do not mean to assert that 
all Baltic Russians are pro-German, for 
some of the ublest and most Joval men 
and devoted troops have come from this 
part of Russia; bot it is true that many 
OF the worst influences have also heen of 
Taltic province extraction, Por ten tears 
before the w at we can trice the German 
inflnence moving through every sperinus 
channel of intrigne and malevolent ar- 
tivity to pain ascendency in the interml 
policies of the Russian Government. 


GERMANS OPPOSE A LIBERAL RITSSLA 


There is: littl reason to doubt that the 
Gennan infipence has simed in every way 
te check the growth of libernliam in Rus- 
sia, There are many who believe thot 
but for the German influence there would 
have come the pbolition of vedka five 
years before the war. The eclinmimuation 
of this curse would have meant educa- 
tion, am! wath edttention inevitalaly tmitst 
have come a demand fora more liberal 
Fovernnent andl a ministry responsible 
to the Duma. 

Alone the Germans could not have 
hoped to exert. thi influence; hut we 
find in Russia another grotp, commonly 
known a8 the Iarreatcracy, who had a 
community of interests with the Teutons. 
The lureauctacy repreients the atfice- 
holders and officials appoitted by the 
Throne, who have for generations, arid 
ane might almost say for centuries, 
preyed upon the resources of the Riss- 
iin Empire, which, tinchecked, have 
Hown iresponsively through a small 
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group of public beildings in the Russtin 
capital, 

Phere has been ditting and before the 
Wat it codperation between these two 
parties, the enduring prestige of which 
depended on German victory and Ryas- 
sian defeat. It is clear tliat ff Germany 
had been overwhelmingly defeated, both 
the pro-Germans and the Hurvauerats 
would hinve lost the lold they had on the 
Russian Itmptre. 


BITS414"S UN PREPAREDNESS 


It 1s. probably trie that none of these 
dark forces had any great apprehension 
ai the beginning of the war that Ger- 
many could lose; for, being well aware of 
Ritssia’s unpreparedness, it seemed, in- 
ereditie that she cutie trun over her 
enemy—efhicient, complete, and ready for 
the war, 

Russia owes to the Gram Duke Nich- 
olas- Nicholaievitch the salwation of the 
Russinn cause, for during the first six: 
months, with the aheohste power dele- 
ected) to him by the ‘Tsar, he completely 
upact the ariginal inilitary proram of 
the Russian General Staff in Petrograd 
anid of the Minister of War, Sukomlinoy, 
afterwaril removed for corruption and 
urges treachery. 

e original “Russian pr scoms 
to have contemplated an early datensie. 
Ny a suspicious coincidence the Gennan 
plan of campaign had anticipated the sup- 
posed negative campaign oe the Russiins 
ane litthe effort had, therefore, heen mide 
for the defense of East Prussia, the 
greater part af German energy being di- 
rected toward the invasion of France. 

The Grand Duke, loyal te the catse of 
the Allies and faithiul te the interests of 
Russia, in quick response to the appeals 
from France, upset, almost over night, 
the original defensive program and 
launched his Mist Prussian campaign. 

The Germans were probably taken ly 
complete Surprise fs perhaps wis the 
Russian Minister of Wor in MPetragrad: 
The result.of the Grant Duke's offensive 
in August, :or4, was to All the Unter den 
Linden in Herlin with refugees flecing 
winke stricken from last Prussia, [Et was 
mmpossible for the Kaiser to advertise, 


convincingly, successes in the weet when 
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every diy filled the streets of the capital 
with refugees fleeing from the eust. 


‘RUSSIA ADA AT TH MAENE AND CALAIS 


Ten days before the battle of the 
Marne the Germans transferred six army 
corps fram the west to the eastand Paris 
wis saved, The Germans, utilizing tc 
capacity their wondertul system of rail- 
roads, were able to make a concentration 
af trogps in the east which almost an- 
nihilated the Russian army in Rast Prus- 
si. The Russians necepted this disaster 
with extraordinary complacency on the 
ground that it was their contribution to 
the war, and that if they had saved Paris 
their losses: were quite justified. 

Later in the fall, when the Germans 
were making their terrific drive on Calais, 
in their effort to strike moore directly on 
England, the Grand Duke again launched 
ionew and anexpected campargn on Ger- 
many, this time advancing from his hase 
in Warsaw and. striking at thé enentw 
fromthe Polish frontier. Again the Ger- 
THatt were obliged to divert huge hordies 
of troops to meet this menace of the Rus- 
sian invasion. By December 1 the Rus- 
sians had been driven hack to the Bzura 
line outside of Warsaw. It is true that 
they Had sffered reverses, but it had 
taken sixtecn German atroy corps to rive 
them back, ancl Calais was saved! 

In 1975, when the one cherished-stra- 
tegic nim of the Germans was to crash 
either England or France, theit program 
wis agin upset, this time by the actiwity 
of the Russian armies in Galicia andl the 
RBukovina, wv the latter part of March 
the Russians bad made such progress ™ 
the southwest as vitally to threaten the 
Hungarian plains, resulting in political 
(hans in Austria nnd Hungary, ‘This he- 
came sich & menace to the whole situa- 
tion that the Germans were obliged to 
abandon whatever plans they had’ in the 
west and give their immediate dtvention 
ty backing up the dual monarchy, lest tt 
be seduced from its alliance. 


TWaAWSs HORDES OF GERMANS PReoM TIE 
WEST 
Reginning m May, the Germs began 


pouring their troopis into Galicia, and for 


six numths there was an unending flow 
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of German divisions and of army corps 
directed against the Russian front with 
in extraordinary supply of ommitione, 
while even jn men the Russians were out- 
numbered at strategic points by two or 
three te ore. . 

The Genmans were able to drive 
through Galicia and iting alumi the iall 
of Warsaw in August, 1915. ‘Contrary 
to their expectations, they were unable to 
bring about an indepetvlent peace, and 
instead of seeing the collapse of their 
enemy they beheld the legions of the 
Tsar slip fram out their grasp and retire 
inte the vast spaces of the Empire. From 
August until October the great retreat 
continited, until exhantion and falling 
tiorale of the tuvadler made it necessary 
tor the Germans to dig in tor the winter. 

The Germans claimed that this was the 
uppointed place that they had elected to 
reach for the winter, but [would state, 
unequivocally and without fear of con- 
tradiction, that the German advance 
stopped there, not becnuse it wished to, 
hut because it Hterally was amille to con- 
tintte the itivasion any farther: Any. ab- 
server who has seen their lines as T have 
in many places would concur in the behet 
that fo army world clect to spend the 
winter on a line which ran through torest, 
swamp, and pliin, achieving, for the most 
part, No strategic asset, 


RUSSIA GIVES ENGLAND AND FEARCE 
OPPowrusrry TO Mmuor aie 


The world at lirge looked spon 1QLs 
aso year of Russian deteat, failing to 
reniize that jt took between thirty-five 
and forty corps.of German, troops, op- 
erating in the east, to bring about the 
Russian. disaster, The withirawal of 
these corps from the west gave England 
and France an. opportunity to pte ire 
after the war what lack of viston had not 
(dane before. \WWhen the Germans, in the 
spring of 1916, sick af their empty acl- 
vances in the wastes of Russia, attacked 
the French at Verdun they found them 
prepared, and their efforts, as the world 
now knows, to break the French Tine 
proved abortive. — 

By June of tori, when the Germans 
were assembling troops for some other 
strategic aim, Brusillott launched his of- 
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hexinnine to accu ay ite a strategic re- 
serve which might have ate it possible 
for her to strike either on the enat or 
weet Atohns moment Rommania, daz- 
Hed hy Russian stieesses, entered the 


wat, dnd the Germuins, arain menaced on 
the east, were oblived to send thirty div 
sons to the Halkans to drive the Russ ee 
out of Kowmanta. We see, then, that 
ever since the beginning of the wat the 
pressure ot the Nussians, directhy and in- 
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strategic opportunities on 
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to the entrance of Momeni into 
the war the pro-German alliance mn Petro 
erail had bees viewing the srtittitioan with 


the wravest fear. TFardhe fret time tt was 
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inning to see the great possibility of 
deteat. The Tsnur, himself a well-niean- 
ing and patrivtic man, was surrounded 
by a chaue mimical to the Allies, cager 
to bring about a céssatuen af hostilities os 
the only means of preserving their power 
and prestige in Russia, ‘The removal in 
the carly summer of Sazanoy, and every

for negotiating an independent peace.

Protably it was felt that the condition 
in Kussta econamically would he so des- 
perate in the spring that the people weld 
demand 2 cessation of the war and little 
Intrizunge would be necessary, but when 
spring arrived with tts inevitable unrest, 
and the Eenperor enilenvorc) to. dissolve 
the Dhiru, there came not the demancl 
for an independent peace, but a demand 
for the overthrow of the government 
whose incompetence and double-deahng 
had brought. about the wide-spreud sake 
fering and disearders:in Ratssis. 

The ease with which this revolution 
was accomplished wis due entirely to the 
fact that every faction in Russin realized 
the truth as to the government, learned 
by thirty tmanths of observation of in- 
competence and munition shortage, which 
had resulted in the sacrifice of millions of 
men at the front. tnd made manifest at 
home by the fact that in Russia-more than 
thirteen million refugees: were forced to 
fiee for safety to the heart of the Empire 
because an army had net heen given rifles 
and munitions with which to guard the 
Russian front. 

We now approach the period of the 
present, when America has elected to en- 
ter-the world war, and tf America would 
realive what Russia means to this: cause 
it must understand that the Russians at

WHEAT RUSSLA'S ELIMINATION WoULp

Hf, by disaster at the front or by- in- 
trigue at home, Russia is forced out of 
the war during the coming summer, we 
may anticipate the early transfer of a 
lange portion of this vast mass of men 
to the western front, aml we will see the 
hegmning of what in teality ia an entirely 
Hew wir. 

We must now consider what is our 
duty toward curselves and toward. our 
Alhes. The minute a nation by declara- 
tion of war engages in hostilities with an 
enemy mation it hecomes the duty of the 
government and the people of that gov- 
oriment to commerce striking at that 
enemy with every means which is at its 
disposal—mearal, fttancial, economic, and 
nillitary. 

TE thts commry to be of setial and 
vitil assistance to the Allies who are 
hehting this war for world democracy 
and the cause of hitcnity against the 
Gernin Government, which represents 
neither, the first and most essential re 
quirement today in America ts the realiza- 
tion on the part of the people of this 
country that the Germans are nat en the 
point of collapse, 

SEEDS OF IISASTUR SOWH BY UNDERESTI-

Enelishmen in the early days of the war 
express their hesitancy in enlisting for a 
vears training before going to the front, 
because they believed the conflict would 
be over before they ever could teach the 
fighting tine. 

In the fall of ror4 the Russian Min- 
ister of War lad almost ceased ordering

iimtnunition, expressing the opinian tht 
the wor would be over before the time:ot 
delivery came, while in December of that 
first year men of highest importance in 
the Russian Empire labored tmder the 
belief that Austria, exhansted by her 
early sacrifices, wason the point of mak- 
ing an independent peace. Roumania, in 
September of 1916, believed that the war 
was practically over, 

The result of this general misconcey- 
tion in England was that the mobilzation 
of British resources cid not take place 
until the spring of 1915 and conscription 
anti! 116. In Russia the trith was 
realized only when the army ram ott of 
supplies early in rg15, when she paid for 
the lack of vision of her government by 
the sacrifice of thorsands of lives in the 
great tetrent, while Roumania, os the 
world now knows, Has lost three-quar- 
ters of her territory a8. a price for her 
undue optimism as to the German ca- 
pacity ta continue the war. 

FALLACIOUS AHGE MENTS HEARD EENT 

Indore we heat in Atmertea the same 
fallacicnts arguments that one has heard 
for three years in Eurape, namely, that 
Germany is ot the end of her resources, 
atid that it is not worth while for indi- 
viduals to enlist, as the chances are they 
will sever have the opportunity to eave 
Anierican shores. | | 

The prevalence of this opinion is in 
reality of the greatest assistance to the 
Germans; and by the wide-spread belief 
in this we-are actually making the dura- 
tion of the war infmitely longer. To 
those who believe that the German Oov- 
ernment ts about to break on-account af 
the reverse an the western front, I would 
call attention to the extraordinary ppsy- 
chology of the German people, which is 
so different from that of all other coun- 
ities engaged in this war that compart 
son is impossible. _ 

It is difficlt for Americans to realize 
the discipline and lack of intellect) i- 
itiative whith exists jm the frerman army 
and mang the German people. | 

Ever since he became Emperor, Wit 
helm has been instilling his extraordinary 
beliefs into his army and into bis people, 
tintil today we have a psychology m the 
Teuton Empire which will probably mike 
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it possible for the military autocracy to 
continue the war toa far greater length 
than would be conceivable in any other 


country im the world, 


THE PCRVERTED TEACHINGS: OF TILE 
KAISER 


Tathe early nineties the Kaiser sounded 
the keynote of his own character and 
point of view in a speech he made to a 
regiment in northern Germany, when he 
eat) ta them: “l would mther see-my 
forty-five inillion Prussians dead on the 
field of battle than see one foot af the 
soil taken in 1870 given hack to France.” 

And several vears later, in adtressing 
a body of recritits in Potsdam, the Kate 
ser is reported to have said; “Now that 
vit haye donned my nnifarmn it mist be 
vour plessire and your duty to follow 
my wishes, realizing that [ rule Germany 
by the direct will of God, and yo mist 
Willingiy obey amy commands, even 
though I requiresyou to shoot down your 
awa fathers: and brothers: in teaponse to. 
my dictates,” 

With such ideas as these being in- 
stiller] into the German army and Ger- 
mat people veor by year, we must tot 
helieve that at the first sign of reverse 
they wil forget the teachings of forty 
vearscind demand consimmnition of im- 
mediate peace; and we must likewise 
realize that a. revolution in Gennany at 
this tume las far less opportunity for 
success, for there jis every proliahility

that the war may last for another two 
yeurs.
